“THE BLESSINGS OF PEACE.” 


We wonder if those in assumed 
control of or those who desire 
to control, the {destinies of the 


Kwaniung province and jts princip- 
al Gity, ever read the reports 
‘of. ~— those. «so at_—stthe Gateway 
- who feel the pulse of things and 
know from bitter experience how 
efforts are heing nullified and 
misery, loss and want inflicted on 
numberless people. Here then is 
on extract from the Trade Report 
for 1922 of Canton issued by the 
Maritime Customs. It is stangely 
detached and calmly analytical. It 
tells us what we know, but in alear 
and unadulterated English. | 
Despite political unrest with its 
attendant military activitics, if the 
term “tnilitary” may be applied 


"| to the intestine and suicidal opera- 


tions on various fronts, and despite 
brigandage on the waterways, the 
trade for the year has shown great 
vitality Assisted by good silk 
crops and possibly also by the non- 
diversion of revenue to a Central 
Government, money appears to 
have been plentiful, and tie ree 
venue collection for the year tells 
jts own story, Could this fertile 
province, with its industrious 
inillions, but know the blessings 
of peace, for which an ordered gov- 
ermment is necessary, there would 
be no limits to trade expansion. A, 
the commencement of the year Drt 
Sun Yatesen was at Kweilin. 
Kwanesi, in personal comnxind of 
the =“ Northern Expeditionary 
Army,” intending to move north 
vin Hunan, Complications, chiefly 
financial, arose, and in April heade 
quarters were shifted to Shiwk wan 
with the intention of proceeding via 
* Kiangsi. In the meantime, how- 
ever, Generalissino Chén Chriung- 
ming had been dismissed for not 
according financial and military 
‘eupport, and Dr. Sun had paid a 
flying visit toCanton, The veteran 
Dro Wu Ting-fang took over 
the Governorship of the province, 
and the existence of a Southern 
Republic may be suid to have 
ended, Dissatisfactian with Ch’én's 
dismissal and a condition of stale- 
mute upon the northern border 
culminated in an attack upon Dr. 
Sun’s offices in June, shortly after 
his return from Shiukwan, Dr Sun 
had to flee to the men-of-war and 
proceed to Whampoa. Dr. Wu, 
although it, is impossible to think 
that he was in any danger, likewise 
hastily left his home and finally 
removed to the Canton Christian

originally affected, and _ political 
activities were at once apparent. 
As the father of the Republic and 
the upholder of constitutional 
principles, the propagator of Lin- 
coln's famous three principles, as 
adapted to China, viz., nationatity 
power, right of livelihood, Dr. Sun 
was the idol of a large section of 
Cantonese, particularly of students 
and labour,among whom socialistic 
and comninistic doctrines were 
being industiously spread. Hong- 
kong, with its ordered government, 
its too little understanding of the 
feelings of its big neighbour and 
of its language, and its inability to 
share in rejoicings over ‘the 
establishment of a — Southern 
Republic under President Sun, 
was made to feel the resentment 
entertained by men __ holding 
opposite views. Owing to causes 
that cannot be here discussed, the 
leaders of the movement, pro- 
minent in the councils of the Kuo- 
minstang, or Nationalist Party, 
were left in uncontrolled hofd of 
the position at Canton. To their 
credit it may be said that overt acts 
of lawlessness’ were few, but a 
strict watch was kept on all possible 
movements of foodstuffs to Hong- 
kong from Canton and elsewhere, 
and some ;sough handling did 
occur.

and a triparite rupture-between 
striking seamen, desirous but 
unable to return, and the more 
violent members of the Union, and 
city out-of-work employecs—was 
not far off.

HONGKONG'S CHINESE 
‘ SECTION. 

It was decided at the committees 
meoting of the Chinése. Chamber 
of Commene held yesterday after- 
noon, that the proposed Chinese 
restaurant display at the British 
Empire Exhibition should be,drop- 
ped as the proposal had‘met with 
little enthusiasm, The mectine, 
which was fairly well xttended, 
was presided over by the Gham- 
berschairman, Mr. Li Po-kwaiand 
among those present were Sir 
Robert Ho Tung, tho. Hon. Mr. 
R: H. Kotewall Mr. T. N. Chau, Mr. 
M..K. Lo and My, Ip Lan-chuen 
(Secretary) . . - te 

Mr. Li Po-kwai said thut there 
ware several things tobe discussed 
but he would first deal #ith a reply 
suggesting the nomination -by-the 
Chamber of two representatives to 
the Exhibition as associate com- 
missioner. He.thought the Cham- 
ber could not do better thin appoint 
Sir Robert Ho: Tung and the Hon. 
R.H. Kotewall 77 $e 

Mr. Kotewall’ répled'that he te- 
gretted he was unable toaccept the 
nomination on account of pressure 
of business in Hongkong. He 
proceeded to'give a resumé of the 
proceedings of the last: mecting of. 
Joint Committee of the two Cham- 
bers of Commerce whichis dealing 
with the local arrangements forthe 
British Empire Exhibition. “He said 
that some little difficulty had arisen 
on the question'of freightage of 
exhibits from Hongkong to Lon- 
don. Theruling at presentappeare 
ed to be that a’ reduction of 
freight would not. be granted 
on exhibits intended for sale, 
but on goods sent for cx- 
hibition pumposes‘only. Up to the 
present final advices had not been 
received on the mattcr. Mr. Kote- 
wall mentioned that the London 
Committee had been notified that 
the dimensions of the shons in the 
proposed Hongkong street which 
were considered most suitable 
wero 16 feet (frontage) by 22 fect 
(depth), It was his opinion and 
that of Mr. T. N. Chau (who, with 
Mr. Kotewall, isa member of the 
Joint Committee) that the scheme 
fora Chinese restaurant at the 
Exhibition should be withdrawn in 
view of the lack of enthusiasm on 
the part'of the Chinese, and also in 
view. of the -possibility that the 
time required for-that part of 
the scheme to be carried out 
would interfere with other neces 
sary arrangements. This view-had 
been accepted by the Joint Com- 
mittee. - ae 

As regards the. application for 
exemption from- duty on exhibits 
from Canton, the Hongkong 
Government had replied to the 
effect that it could not take’ up this 
matter. Mr. Kotéwall suggested 
that the Chinese Chamber should 
write to the Canton Customs 
Authorities direct. ° 

Finally, Mr. Kotewall proposed 
that Mr. Chow Shcu-son_ be no~ 
minated, with Sir Robert. Ho Tung, 
as Hon. Associate Chinese Com-' 
missioner. . Pn 

This proposal was seconded and 
carried unanimously. 

The ‘differentiation between 
goods for exhibit and goods for 
sale in the sense-of the Shipping 
Conference stipulating higher 
freight rates for the latter class, 
was also’ discussed but .it was 
decided to defer decision till a latet ; 
date’ when full particulars would be 
available 

Mr. J.M. Wong then raised the 
question of medical‘ treatment for 
the 100 men and 25 women who 
were to goto the Exhibition, He 
mentioned that his brother, Dr, B.

Scarcity is the predominating 
note in the local Chinese money 
market. This! is attributed toa 
rumour which is now being circul- 
ated and credited by @ great num- 
ber of Chinese business men that 
Europeans have sold an immense 
amount of property, settlement for 
which wit! have to be made in Sep- 
tember. - 


A brief explanation of conditions 
in the Chinese money .market is 
necessary to explain how ventures 
are financed. There’are about 150 
native banks in. the Colony of 
which about half are of the specu- 
lative class while the remainder 
are purely investment concerns.

Chinese of ' the ‘old school, 
have very large deposits. Mr. 
Hin Wong, one of the contributing 
editors to the Weekly Review of 
Shanghai, places the deposits at 
some $1,000,000,000. ‘The money 
is loaned out to. finance commerce 
and latterly to assist those inter- 
ested in the ‘property, share and 
exchange markets, es 

The rumour goes that a number 
of the banks have particularly 
interested themselves in fin- 
ancing purchase of property. 
Enhanced valucs mean’ more 
cash with the result that some 
of them now find themselves 
in such a position that most of 
their money is tied up in securi- 
ties the value, of which they 
are beginning to doubt. At 
any ate, as much as 1 
per cent per. mohth interest is 
the current rate charged by native 
bankers on loans for property. On 
speculative shares which. are 
mortgaged at a fairly high percent- 
age, the monthly interest is 1.2 per 
cent. or about 1474 per cent. per 
annum. The rate on investment 
shares‘is lower being ‘about the 
as same on property. 

BROKER ABSCONDS? 
It is stated that Europeans have 


sold property to the value of about |} 


$10,000,000 for settlement in 
September and that the buyers will 
not be able to procure the funds 
to pay up.. One Chinese broker, 
who rose from’ very humble 
circumstances, is said'to have to 
his credit, a turnover of fabulous 


for settlement in the next two 
months. He is saidto have induced 
clients to” buy through taking a 
I small part in each deal and it is 
‘stated that the’ total of his abliga- 
tions is so Jarge that he has had to 
leave the Colony. On the other 
hand, he will have his interest in 
the propertyon which small bargain 
money has been paid but at the 
greatly enhanced prices he is un- 
able to realise his holdings. Ac 
cordingly, a crash is predicted by 
the rumour-mongers who state that 
lack of further financial -help will 
bring a stop to speculation in pro- 
perty. 

Another rumour which has.been 
current among property men for 
some time and which is given for 
what it is ‘worth, is that: the 
Europeans who have sold their pro- 
perty to the extent of $10,000,000 
have done so to realise the highest 
profit they could after which agita+ 
tion would be set on foot fora law 
to fix the value of houses and land.

Tn the Houso of Commons, on 
July 18, Mr. Shinwell, Tabour 
nuember for Linlithgow, in asking 
a question with regard’ to the

“mentary Secretary to the Board_of 
‘rade, stated thut the Court of In- 
quiry-found that in regard to the 
British ship concerned in’the colli- 
sion, all the requirements ofthe law 
had been carried out. | 

Yhoe gection of the Merchant 
Shipping Act referred ‘to is, of 
course, No. 92, which, “us is yen- 
erally known, provides that every 
Jiritish foreign-going ship and eyery 

. Iivitish Home-trade passenger Ship 
of more than one-hundred tonsa 
burden shall carry at least ono certi- 
ficuted officer in addition to the 
nastier, Tho utter inadequacy of 
this provision to meet modern ship- 
ping requirementa has been arum- 
med into the ears af Board of Tmde 
officials for years, says Shipping and 
Fuqineering (Shanghai), but 
nothing has ‘yet been done to amend 
the Section to bring it into line 
with modern ‘tequiremente. In 
saving that the ‘requirements of 
the Jaw had been carried out” 
Viscount Wolmer, whe evidently is 
a.renk politician, was atrictly cor- 
rect. It is the law that is wrong. 
While it is true that even in the 
cuse of the Inrgest vessel afloat, the 
owners Would be strictly within the 
law if that vessel's officers consisted 
only of the mnstor, one mate.and 
two engineers, the utter sbsurdity 
of such a law is plaringly apparent. 
Mr: Shinwell, in his cabled re- 
untrka, would appear to have made 
x satement somewhat misleading 
in regard to the feeling on the China 
Coast. “It ix true that there are 
strong comments all slong the 
Coast with regard to the number of 
oficers carried on certain ships, but 
there ships are very, much in the 
tinority and are operated by the 
amaller shipping companies on the 
Couxt—chiotly those whore main 
desire in the ranning of their vessels 
ix economy and parsimony to the 
wh degree. . Thin economy .is 
shown in various ways—in the in- 
Seequeney with whieh the vessels 
ave overhauled: in the payment of 
the smallest possible wages, to both 
ofticers and crew: and, in the case 
of British ships, in employing the 
minimum number ef deck and 
engineer officers that: will conform: 
to British law. It goes without 

_ wiving fhat in the case of many 
Chinese ship operators and owners, 
who are bound by no laws or rules 
or regulations, the number of offi- 
cers employed is invariably cut 
down to the minimum consistent 
with the movement of ‘the ships, 
with all questions of safety almost 
totally ignored. With these ships, 
iitters would probably be even 
worse if it were not for the ‘atten- 
tion paid by the various barbout 
authorities at the treaty ports who, 
it muat gratefully be stated, do all 
in their limited power—a power 
wnbacked by nny Merchant Ship- 
ping Act a8 in the case of Britain 
and other maritime nationa—to! 
ensure that the vessels are operated 
under conditions as consistent with 
safety to the vessels themselves and 
to other vessels, as is. possible. 
Briefly, it may be stated that the 
“‘strong comments all -along. the 
China Coast’ are not levelled either 
at the big British companies or the 
one big Chinese shipping company, 
all, of whom see ‘fit to-carry more 
officers than the minimum provided 
for by the Merchant Shipping Act.
